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Public Safety stresses ‘moderation’ to freshmen

Freshmen, you're free. But 
as you "stretch your wings" 
and begin to "fly about 
the campus," as this year's 
Freshmen Welcome Week 
theme suggests, the incoming 
class should consider a few 
safety tips that could make 
freedom feel a little better. 

While overall crime rates on 
campus are trending down and 
Martin is a safe place to live, 
crime still does occur at UTM. 
The Department of Public 
Safety's mission is to provide 
protection to both students and 
possessions at the university. 
The Public Safety headquarters 
is located in Crisp Hall, across 
from the UC. 

Captain Rick Hatler, director 
of Public Safety, has hints for 
this year's freshmen about how 
to manage their new-found 
freedom safely. "We like to 
encourage freshmen to have 
a good time, but to use good 
judgment in what they do," 
Hatler said. 

Hatler also pointed out 
several new changes to 
university policy, including 
new regulations on cell phones 
and skateboards. 

In July, the Chancellor's 
Staff approved a new policy 
regarding cell phones 
with camera capabilities. 
The regulation makes 
photographing people in places 
where they have a "reasonable 
expectation of privacy," such 
as a dorm room, bathroom, or 
locker room, a misdemeanor. 
The crime becomes a felony if 
the perpetrator transfers the 
image to another person. It is 
also illegal to photograph test 
materials and transfer them to 
someone else. 

"This invasion of privacy 
really hasn't been an issue 
at UTM yet, but we're trying 
to prevent anything from 
happening. It hasn't been a 
problem, but it could be. We 
want to be ahead of the policy," 
Hatler said. 

A new policy also went into 
effect concerning student IDs. 
Instead of using Social Security 
numbers as identification 
on campus documents and 
Skyhawk cards, the university

is using a separate nine-digit 
identification code to stave off 
identity theft. 

"Identity theft first came 
into play two years ago and 
we encourage everybody on 
campus to maintain control of 
their personal identification," 
he said. 

The Chancellor's Staff 
drafted a new code concerning 
skateboards and in-line skates, 
which will be prohibited except 
on the sidewalks "as long as 
it does not interfere with the 
normal flow of pedestrian 
traffic and as long as the 
wheels stay in contact with 
the sidewalks." Parking lots 
2 and 5 have been designated 
as skate-safe locations all day 
on weekends and from 5 to 7 
p.m. on weekdays. Hatler cites 
safety as the primary reason 
for the policy. 

Vehicle registration costs $26 
for this year and fines have 
increased from $10 to $15 per 
offense. 

Hatler added that crime 
events are rare on campus but 
that they do occur. "The most 
common call that comes into us 
is because of conflict issues; the 
most common criminal offense 
is theft." 

Hatler added that in the event 
of an emergency, students 
may use callboxes located 
throughout campus by simply 
pushing the "squawk" button. 

Students may complete an 
inventory form at the Office of 
Public Safety in Crisp Hall to 
record the serial numbers of 



valuables in the event of theft. 

As part of the Freshman 
Welcome Week activities, 
Lt. Ray Coleman gave a 
presentation on the effects 
of alcohol, while during 
the campus tour Lt. Darrell 



Simmons will discuss how not 
to become a crime victim. 

"Overall, we want freshman 
to have a good time here," 
Hatler said. "We also encourage 
freshmen to do everything in 
moderation. It wouldn't be

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Going greek goes high tech

This semester will be UTM's 
first debut of the online regis- 
tration program for Greek Life. 
Greek and student organiza- 
tions advisor Louis Ragsdale 
says that the registration pro- 
cess will be much easier now. 

"Students going through 
Rush can register at any time. 
Chapters can look online and 
see who has registered. These 
days you can do nearly any- 
thing online and we're glad that 
registration for Rush is part of 
this," Ragsdale says. 

Ragsdale says that the online 
recruitment will cost each chap- 
ter that participates $125, with 
the total cost of the program 
being $1,325. Money will come 
from the dues already paid to 
the fraternities' and sororities' 
governing bodies. The chapters 
will not be charged any addi- 
tional money. 

The online program will not 
only be easier for men and 
women signing up for Rush, 



but also for the chapters that 
participate and the Greek life 
office. The bidding process that 
sororities use will now be con- 
ducted online. Member rosters 
will also be updated through 
this program. 

Sorority rush is Aug. 26 
through Aug. 30. Fraternity 
rush is Sept. 13 through Sept. 
17. 

Ragsdale says it's really too 
early to see whether the on- 
line registration process will 
increase the number of people 
who go through Rush. But, the 
initial data seems to be looking 
good. As of Monday, 155 wom- 
en have signed up, with three 
days left for the registration 
process, as compared with last 
year's total number of 146. 

Of those 155 women regis- 
tered, 95% completed their reg- 
istration online.

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Skyhawk football opens 2004 season on the road

As the first game quickly ap- 
proaches, the Skyhawk football 
team is looking forward to show- 
ing everyone they can improve 
upon last year's 2-10 record. 

"It's miles ahead of last year," 
said second-year head coach. 
Matt Griffin, of this years first in- 
ter-squad scrimmage. "We had a 
couple young guys get wide-eyed 
and make some early mistakes, but 
they bounced back and finished 
really strong on both sides of the 
ball." 

Leading the way this year will 
be the team captains, quarterback 
Brady "B. Wally" Wahlberg, and 
cornerback Russell Gambrell. 

The junior Panama City-native, 
Wahlberg played in eight games 
last season, throwing for 1,873 
yards and 12 touchdowns. He 
completed 189 of 308 passes, for a 
61.4 percentage. 

Wahlberg was also the team's 
leading rusher, scoring three rush- 



ing touchdowns and also having 
the teams longest rush from scrim- 
mage for 41 yards. He picked up 
482 yards on 128 carries. 

"Brady is a great leader and a 
great quarterback," said Griffin. 
"He works hard and he's smart." 

Gambrell, a junior from Augusta, 
Ga., tied for the lead in total tack- 
les in his 12 games, with 69. He 
also lead in solo tackles with 58, 10 
tackles for a loss, two sacks, one in- 
terception and one pass break up. 

"Russell does everything right," 
Coach Griffin said. "The guys on 
the team have started calling him 
'No Loaf' because he is constantly 
working and doing things he needs 
to do to get the job done right. 

In addition to the honor of being 
named team captain, Gambrell, 
along with junior defensive back 
Chad McMahan, was named to the 
Preseason All-Ohio Valley Confer- 
ence Team. The team was chosen 
by league coaches and sports in- 
formation directors. 

McMahan was also tied with 
Gambrell for the total tackles lead. 



"[Gambrell] and [McMahan] 
are two of our team leaders," said 
Griffin. "Both young men work ex- 
tremely hard on and off the field. 
They are most deserving of this 
honor." 

In other preseason polls, UTM 
was picked ninth, while Eastern 
Kentucky was picked first and de- 
fending OVC champ Jacksonville 
State was picked second. 

The Skyhawks open the 2004 
season on September 2nd, against 
the Western Michigan Broncos in 
Kalamazoo, Michigan. 

The Broncos, who were picked 
to finish fourth in Mid- American 
Conference, went 5-7 in 2004. 

The Skyhawks will play their 
home opener on Sept. 9, against 
Tennessee State. 

Following the TSU game will 
be a three game road trip, which 
includes two conference games, 
against Austin Peay, Indiana State, 
and Tennessee Tech. 

Homecoming is scheduled for 
2 p.m., Saturday, Oct. 9 against 
Jacksonville State.

Hey freshmen before you hike 
to the roof top of the residence 
halls, Gooch Hall or the Andy 
Holt Humanities Building to 
tell the world about the "dumb 
jocks" at the UTM, here's a little 
tidbit you should know. We 
do not have any dumb jocks at 
UTM. Just because an athlete 
comes across like he's a few 
fries short of a happy meal that 
doesn't mean he's a dumb jock. 

I know all about how smart 
freshmen were. Before you be- 
came a freshman at UTM, you 
were a high school senior some- 
where and you were among the 
smartest people in the world. 
That's changed. If you want to 
be called smart, you better hit 



the books and earn that lofty 
moniker. 

UTM athletes earned the 
honor of having the highest 
grade point averages on cam- 
pus. Here's a look at what hap- 
pened. Student-athletes set new 
records for academic success in 
2003-2004 with an overall grade 
point average of 2.96. More than 
50 percent made the Dean's List 
spring semester! These marks 
are the highest in recorded his- 
tory. 

The UTM volleyball team was 
one of a record-number 304 
programs to receive the 2003-04 
American Volleyball Coaches 
Association (AVCA) Team Aca- 
demic Award. 

The Skyhawks sported a 3.57 
gpa and were one of 46 Divi- 
sion I women's programs hon- 
ored. After checking with the 
AVCA, the Skyhawks learned 
they had the fourth highest gpa. 
among the 46 Division I schools 
ranked. 

The Skyhawks compete in the 
Ohio Valley Conference and 
each year the teams vie for the 



league's Academic Achieve- 
ment Banner. While UTM did 
not win the prestigious honor 
this past year, the university 
was among the top scholars in 
the OVC. 

"This conference takes great 
pride in the success of its stu- 
dent-athletes, not only on the 
playing field, but more impor- 
tantly, in the classroom," said 
OVC Commissioner Dr. Jon A. 
Steinbrecher. 

In addition to the Academic 
Achievement Banner, the OVC 
announced its individual aca- 
demic awards for the 2003-04 
year. Eighty-four student-ath- 
letes from 18 sports have been 
awarded the Ohio Valley Con- 
ference Medal of Honor, while 
844 student-athletes have been 
named to the Commissioner's 
Honor Roll. 

The Medal of Honor is given 
annually to the student-athlete 
who achieves the highest grade 
point average in a Conference- 
sponsored sport. All 84 of the 
student-athletes who earned 
a medal achieved a perfect 4.0 



grade point average. Eastern 
Illinois, Morehead State and 
Tennessee-Martin tied with a 
league-high 11 Medal of Honor 
recipients apiece. 

To be listed on the Commis- 
sioner's Honor Roll recipients 
must have achieved at least a 
3.25 grade point average and 
have been eligible and on the 
team throughout the com- 
petitive season in their chosen 
NCAA-sponsored sport or 
sports. UTM had 56 athletes 
named to the Commissioner's 
Honor Roll. 

As you can see, "dumb jocks" 
is not appropriate for your 
UTM Skyhawks. Failure to sup- 
port the Skyhawk teams during 
their respective seasons also is 
inappropriate. Your Skyhawk 
ID card serves as a free ticket 
during football and basketball 
seasons and all other sports do 
not require a ticket.
